I y.’ish  to  present  to  you  my  twentysecond  annual  report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Statistically  there  are  no  disquieting  or  disturbing  trends  to  report. 
The  number  of  births  was  270  as  compared  with  271  in  19^8,  giving  a rate 
higher  than  the  national  average.  The  death  rate  on  the  other  hand  continues 
to  be  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  - 16.6  per  thousand 
population  against  the  national  figure  of  11.9*  Last  year's  high  infantile 
mortality  rate  fortunately  proved  to  be  an  isolated  high  one  and  in  19^9 
it  fell  to  15  per  thousand  related  births,  lower  than  the  national  figure 
of  l8. 


We  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Gotobed  during  the  year  but  were  fortunate 
in  retaining  the  services  of  IFr.  Barrow  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  following  his  qualification,  llx,  Barrow's  academic  record  was 
quite  remarkable  and  his  examination  results  placed  him  second  in  the  whole 
country  - an  achievement  of  which  all  of  us  were  justifiably  proud. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
members  of  the  committee  and  staff  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  they 
have  given  me.

T.  HOLICE 
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PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


Dulcinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  hank  of  the  River  Tane  v/hich  forms 
its  northern  and  v/estern  boundary.  The  tov'-.  itself  is  mainly  situated  on 
gradually  sloping  ground  hut  the  eastern  ena  rises  to  a height  of  700  feet. 

SOCIAL  COIvTPITIQNS 

The  industries  of  the  tovjn,  like  many  similar  towns  in  the  northwest 
of  the  country,  have  hecome  more  varied  and  cotton  is  no  longer  the  main 
industry. 

The  introduction  of  new  industries  into  the  old  cotton  mills  has 
produced  new  problems  - mainly  of  noise  and  smell  - and  the  department 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  minimise  the  discomfort  of 
residents  in  their  vicinity. 

Improvement  of  housing  conditions  continues  to  play  a role  in  the

The  recognised  infectious  fevers  fortunately  continue  to  play  a minor 
part  in  t he  incidence  of  sickness  in  the  tov/n.  Only  73  cases  v/ere  notified 
to  me  during  the  year  and  of  these  the  greatest  offender  v/as  measles. 
Although  a vaccine  is  available  to  protect  children  against  contracting 
this  condition  many  parents  are  not  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
provided  at  the  clinics  and  hy  their  ovm  General  Practitioners, 

In  1968  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  was  revised  and  infective 
Jaundice  became  notifiable.  Three  such  cases  were  reported  to  me.

’’The  swimming  pool  at  Dukinfield  was  opened  in  April,  1965*  Over  the 
past  12  months  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  swimming  pool  has  increased 
from  1O9>OC0  in  1965  to  152,000  in  1969* 

Over  1,500  awards  for  personal  survival  and  300  awards  for  life 
Saving  have  been  gained  by  the  school  children  in  Dukinfield  during  the  past 
12  months. 

The  temperature  of  the  pool  water  is  maintained  at  84°?  during  the 
winter,  during  the  summer  it  is  lov/ered  to  between  and  SO^F.  The 

capacity  of  the  pool  is  142,000  gallons  of  water  and  the  whole  contents  are 
treated  every  hours.  Breakpoint  chlorination  is  maintained  to  give  a 
very  high  standard  of  sterilisation.  Total  free  chlorine  is  kept  within  1.0 
to  1,5  ppm. , pH  7*8  to  8,0  and  total  alkalinity  18O  to  200  ppm.”

Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  v/ork  of  your  Public 
Health  Department  during  1969*  consolidated  and  continued  our  progress 
in  slum  clearance  and,  rather  more  slovi^ly,  in  smoke  control.  More  routine 
inspections  of  food  premises  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  hygienic 
standards  v/hich,  in  some  cases,  had  deteriorated  soraev/hat  during  previous 
years  when  the  department  was  engaged  on  other  projects. 

The  worst  nuisance  some  residents  have  to  contend  with  is  noise. 
Ultimately  we  hope  a legal  standard  for  noise  levels  will  be  defined  but 
until  then,  difficulties  will  be  experienced  in  giving  advice  on  this 
matter.  Because  we  had  no  appliance  for  measuring  noise  levels  we  have  been 
at  a disadvantage  but  it  is  hoped  the  council  v;ill  purchase  noise  measuring 
equipment  during  the  coming  year. 

Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  eradicating  mice  which  have 
become  resistant  to  warfarin  in  certain  conditions.  It  is  hoped  that  a new 
rodenticide  will  soon  be  available  to  overcome  the  present  problem. 

Because  of  the  reduced  impetus  of  slum  clearance,  the  department 
could  take  a closer  look  during  the  coming  year  at  those  houses  (about 
1,150)  listed  in  Part  II  of  the  Medical  Officer’s  report  on  sub-standard 
houses.  These  properties  are  thought  to  be  quite  sound  structurally  and 
are  situated  in  areas  suitable  for  environment  improvement.  The  Housing 
Act  1949  provides  opport unites  for  local  authorities  and  owners  to  improve 
older  houses  and  their  surroundings  v^ith  the  aid  of  grants  but  unless 
early  action  is  taken,  this  typo  of  house  will  eventually  deteriorate  and 
become  unfit,  A good  many  of  these  houses  have  already  been  provided  v/5th 
modern  amenities, 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and 
encouragement  I have  received  from  t he  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Cleansing  Committee  and  from  Dr.  Holme,  llr.  Wade  and  all  the  staff  of 
the  department.

Unnecessary  noise  makes  life  uncomfortable.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Borough  have  strong  grounds  for  complaint  about  the  noise  emanating  by 
day  and  night,  from  one  or  two  of  the  factories  in  the  tov/n.  This  noise  is 
excessive  but,  despite  constant  visits,  night  recordings  and  statutory 
action,  the  problem  continues.  Promises  are  given  that  the  nuisance  will  be 
abated,  or  reduced  but  to  little  avail  and  sometimes  even  the  advice  of 
the  firms'  ov;n  acoustic  experts  is  ignored.  The  department  is  bringing  one 
case  back  into  court  because  of  lack  of  improvement.  The  council  turned 
down  the  department's  request  in  February  19^9  to  purchase  noise  measuring 
instruments,  although  attempts  to  borrow  suitable  equipment  proved 
unsatisfactory  because  the  unit  was  frequently  being  used  by  someone  else  at 
the  time  we  required  it.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  provision  is  to  be  made 
in  the  1970/71  estimates  for  the  purchase  of  a noise  level  meter. 

Two  statutory  notices  were  served  but  neither  had  been  complied  with  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Three  informal  notices  were  sent  and  three  notices 
were  complied  with. 
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3Lm  CLEARANCE 


Housing  inspections  v/ere  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Council's  Inspection  rrogramnie.  One  hundred  and  eleven  houses  v/ere 
represented  as  unfit  and  included  in  Clearance  i\reas  and  6 houses  were 
dealt  with  individually.  Ten  Orders  were  confirmed  during  the  year. 

LEIvIOLITION  AND  CLEARAI'fCE  OF  HOUSES 


Six  areas  of  unfit  houses  were  demolished,  either  hy  the  local 
authority  or  the  ov/ners.  Nine  contracts  for  demolition  were  let  by  the 
department.  The  policy  during  the  year  was  to  let  the  contracts  immediately 
re-housing  of  the  occupants  had  begun  with  the  intention  of  allowing  the 
chosen  dem.olisher  to  strip  anything  of  value  from  the  premises  as  soon  as 
they  were  vacated  to  prevent  vandalism  and  squatting.  This  measure  was 
successful  to  some  extent  but,  because  of  the  length  of  time  taken  to 
re-house  all  the  occupants,  it  has  been  decided  that  future  contracts  will 
not  be  let  until  almost  all  houses  are  vacant.

In 
spite  of  the  new  insecticides  now  in  use,  the  number  of  complaints 
does  not  show  any  large  drop  in  nuiiibers  over  the  years.  The  department 
continues  to  spray  the  houses  of  people  re-housed  to  Council 
accommodation.

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PREVENTION  0?  DMAGB  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Rodent  control  is  now  becoming  a worrying  problem  to  tho  rodent 
operator  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate.  The  anti-coaghlanfl  poisons 
appear  to  be  losing  their  dramatic  killing  power  of  yesteryear  and  in 
normal  house  conditions  mice  seem  to  be  able  to  consume  these  poisons 
with  immunity.  However,  the  use  of  Alphakill  for  mice  in  cold  conditions 
produces  dramatic  effects,  much  appreciated  by  the  occupiers  of  the 
premises  concerned.  I feel  no  time  should  be  lost  in  producing  some 
similar  poison  for  rats  as  most  local  authorities  are  loth  to  return  to 
direct  poisons,  except  for  sower  treatment.  Drain  testing  is  routine  where 
rats  are  thought  to  have  originated  from  this  source. 

Sewer  sxnd  river  bank  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  piggeries  and  other  premises  on  the  Nelson  Street  site  v/ere  dealt 
with  by  the  occupiers  and  the  rodent  operator  but  I feel  the  only 
method  of  dealing  with  this  type  of  area  is  by  destroying  the  whole  of 
it,  clearing  the  land  and  erecting  new  modern  pigsties  with  adec]_uato 
manure  pits,  water  supply  and  drainage  facilities.

A number  of  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  pigeons  v/ere  carried 
out  after  complaints  that  they  v/ere  attracting  insects  and  bringing  filth 
to  several  parts  of  the  tov/n.

Apart  from  about  14  in  confirmed  Orders  and  3 in  a declared  Clearance 
Area  there  axe  nov;  only  3 or  4 v/aste  v/ater  closets  in  the  town.  There  are 
ten  pail  closets  in  the  Matley  Axea  and  it  is  hoped  the  coming  year  will 
see  the  abolition  of  some  of  these  and  their  conversion  to  the  fresh  water 
carriage  system. 


CLE/iN  AIR 


Smoke  Control  is  one  of  the  major  projects  of  the  department.  Two  areas 
Came  into  operation  during  the  year  - Oxford  Road  (No. 13)  and  ^heetham  Hill 
Road  (No.  15)*  The  v/ork  on  both  of  these  Orders  progressed  satisfactorily 
but  unfortunately  the  same  cannot  be  said  about  the  Armadale  (No. 8)  order. 

This  Order  has  been  postponed  once  and  will  probably  have  to  be  postponed 
for  a second  time.  The  Housing  Depart;  ent  will  be  unable  to  convert  the 
local  authority  houses  in  time  to  comply  with  the  operative  date,  I cannot 
stress  too  strongly  that  the  council  should  set  an  example  in  having  its 
properties  converted  as  speedily  as  the  private  ov/ners. 

One  man  was  taken  to  court  and  successfully  prosecuted  under  the  Clean 
Air  Act.  Despite  several  warnings  he  had  persistently  burned  car  bodies  and 
miscellaneous  articles  on  an  open  site  in  the  town.  This  successful 
prosecution  resulted  in  a reduction  in  this  type  of  offence.  In  addition, 
a number  of  letters  were  sent  to  occupiers  v/ho  were  found  to  be  burning 
coal  in  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Now  that  the  new  Act  is  in  force,  it  will  be 
possible  to  prosecute  fuel  merchants  for  selling  unauthorised  fuels  in 
Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  atmospheric  pollution  readings  since  the  period  when  recordings 
commenced  show  that  there  has  been  a steady  decrease  in  the  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  town.

FACTORY  /J'lD  SCHOOL  C/IJTEMS 


The  majority  of  the  factory  canteens  are  maintained  in  a very 
satisfactory  condition.  The  school  canteens  still  suffer  from  the  problem 
of  condensation  which  causes  rusting  of  canned  foods  and  mould  growth  on 
cardboard  boxes.  I feel  that,  by  repositioning  certain  doors,  some  of  the 
effects  of  condensation  could  be  immediately  reduced. 


LICEItiSSD  PREMISES 


All  licensed  premises  in  the  tov/n  v;ere  inspected  during  the  year  and 
a copy  of  our  report  was  sent  to  the  Licensing  Magistrates,  detailing  any 
defects  in  the  premises.  The  standard  generally  is  improving  but  outside 
toilets  still  remain  a problem.  Six  informal  notices  v/ere  complied  with 
imder  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations.  One  statutory  notice  was 
complied  with  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193^.  One 
licensed  premise  was  destroyed  by  fire  during  the  year. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ;.CT,  1958  • 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  operation  in  the  town  which  was 
erected  in  1960.  The  kill  is  much  reduced  from  previous  years,  as  is 
danonstrated  "by  the  list  on  the  next  page,  hut  the  trade  does  not  soem 
to  have  looked  up  since  tho  foot-and-mouth  epidemic  in  1967/8* 

The  use  of  paper  v/iping  cloths  has  removed  a potential  source  of 
infection  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  measures  will  he  adopted  which 
will  make  cleaning  of  equipment  easier. 

I am  grateful  to  the  slaughterhouse  owners  for  assistance  in  the 
training  of  pupil  public  health  inspectors.

Towards  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  the  department  used  some  monies  still  remaining  to  clean  up  some  of 
the  worst  sites  and,  v/ith  co-operation  hetwoen  the  Crescent  Road 
Secondary  Boys*  School  and  the  Cleansing  Department,  4 lorry  loads  of  the 
larger  type  refuse  was  removed  and  I thank  the  Headmaster,  Masters  and  hoys 
of  this  school  for  their  help. 


Abandoned  Vehicles 


This  is  a growing  problem  which  necessitated  action  against  108 
owners  and  the  issuing  of  15  orders  for  removal  of  vehicles  to  a car 
breakers'  yard  and  6 vehicles  to  the  Cleansing  Department's  compound.  The 
amount  of  time  expended  by  the  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  on  this  work 
is  not  realised  by  the  general  public. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection 


A weekly  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  except  for  a few 
weeks  immediately  after  the  holidays.  The  nev/  bonus  system  is  working 
satisfactorily.  I am  pleased  to  say  that,  daring  the  waves  of  unrest  which 
struck  cleansing  departments  throughout  the  country,  our  m.en  stayed  at  v/ork 
and  continued  to  give  a satisfactory  service  on  being  assured  that  any 
increases  av/arded  nationally  v/ould  be  paid  to  them  imm-ediat ely. 

The  new  housing  development  at  the  top  of  the  town  is  now  v;ell  under 
way.  These  premises  cause  some  problems  due  to  long  carries  and  steps.  In 
inclement  weather  there  is  difficulty  on  these  estates  because  of  snow 
drifts  and  icy  patches  on  the  steep  roads  and  footpaths. 

As  has  been  forecast,  refuse  gets  bulkier  all  the  time  and  this  trend 
v;ill  continue.  One  wonders  how  long  it  will  be  before  some  householders  v/ill 
need  not  one  but  three  or  four  extra  bins  to  contain  the  bulk  of  the  refuse 
produced.  During  the  year,  seven  informal  requests  v/ere  sent  about  storage 
and  access  for  refuse  collection  and  all  were  complied  v/ith. 

Vehicles 


Vehicles  have  been  run  and  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner  during 
the  year.  The  policy  of  having  compression  vehicles  is  paying  dividends  in 
view  of  the  increase  in  bulk  of  the  refuse.  We  took  delivery  of  a new 
S.  and  D.  Pakamatic  during  the  year  to  replace  a side  loading  vehicle  v/hich 
was  12  years  old.  As  the  new  vdiicle  has  a capacity  of  35  cubic  yards  it  is 
being  used  in  that  part  of  the  town  v/hich  is  farthest  av/ay  from  the  t ip  so 
as  to  reduce  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  tip.  It  also  deals  better  with 
the  bulkier  refuse  produced  on  the  newer  estates. 

Our  spare  vehicle  (a  Gibson  Pendulum)  proved  invaluable  during  the 
year  when  breakdowns  occurred  and  maintenance  had  to  be  carried  out  on  the 
other  vehicles.  It  has  also  been  possible  to  loan  this  wagon  to  adjacent 
authorities  when  they  have  been  in  difficulties  with  their  own  vehicles.

Pail  Closets 


There  are  10  pail  closets  at  the  farm  cottages  in  the  rural  area  of 
the  Borough.  These  are  emptied  weekly,  a most  unwholesome  task. 


REFUSE  COLLBCTIOF,  DISPOSi^L  AND  SALVAGE  (C0I?T»D) 
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Provision  of  Dusfbins 


The  bin  replacement  scheme  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  bins 
are  charged  against  the  general  rate  fund.  During  the  year  484  bins  v/ere 
issued.  Eighty  were  sold  and  404  delivered  to  private  householders  as 
replacements.  A good  cheaper  bin  v/as  tried  out  during  the  year  but,  because 
the  firm  could  not  deliver  in  reasonable  time,  we  had  to  discontinue  the  use 
of  this  bin. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  has  been  carried  out  on  the  Dunkirk  Lane  Tip  which  has 
been  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner  except,  of  course,  that  covering 
material  is  in  short  supply.  We  are  using  old  tip  refuse  for  this  purpose. 

The  roads  over  the  tips  are  now  very  difficult  to  maintain  as  the  refuse 
nov;  being  tipped  churns  up  into  a pulp-like  substance,  especially  in  v/et 
v/eather  which  makes  driving  a vehicle  over  the  surfaces  an  exceedingly 
difficult  task  and  the  surface  of  the  tip  like  a quagmire. 

Alternative  Tipping  Sites  or  Plant 

The  Local  Government  Research  Unit  has  been  carrying  out  research  into 
refuse  disposal  over  a considerable  part  of  North  Cheshire  and  South  East 
Lancashire.  Dukinfield  is  within  this  area  and  is  included  in  Group  15»  A 
study  group  of  technical  officers  has  been  formed  to  consider  a suitable  plant 
to  serve  Group  15  at  the  site  indicated  by  the  computers.  At  the  present 
moment,  the  treasurers  and  clerks  of  certain  authorities  are  going  into  the 
legal  and  financial  aspects  of  providing  and  operating  the  refuse  disposal 
plant  and  the  result  is  awaited.  Stalybridge,  Ashfon  and  Dukinfield  still 
have  a preference  for  a site  nearer  to  their  own  areas,  instead  of  the  site 
envisaged  by  the  computer  and  the  officers  of  these  three  authorities  meet 
regularly  to  discuss  their  refuse  disposal  problem  in  order  to  arrive  at  a 
joint  solution.

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  amount  of  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  waste  paper  sind  textiles  has  increased.  The  price  obtained  for 
metal  continues  to  fall  even  though  the  amount  collected  has  increased. 
Waste  paper  is  the  main  source  of  income  and  the  co-operation  of  refuse 
collectors,  shopkeepers  and  householders  in  keeping  salvageable  paper  and 
cardboard  separate  from  the  ordinary  domestic  refuse  is  appreciated.  It 
also  helps  the  national  economy.  If  more  of  the  warehouses  and  shopkeepers 
would  flatten  boxes  and  tie  papers  together  a lot  of  time  now  lost  in 
sorting  would  be  saved. 

During  the  year,  a new  balingpress  was  obtained  and  this  allowed  us 
to  reduce  the  staff  in  the  salvage  department  to  one.

Trade  Refuse 


In  the  main,  this  is  collected  from  the  smaller  shops  and  factories. 
They  are  allowed  2 free  bins  weekly,  any  others  are  charged  at  1/-  per  bin. 
The  income  from  this  service  during  19^9  was  approximately  £307.  The  service 
is  generally  appreciated  by  the  smaller  factories  but  some  dismay  has  been 
caused  v/hen,  because  of  expansion,  we  have  had  to  ask  certain  factories  to 
make  alternative  arrangements  for  refuse  collection  as  the  quantity  of  refuse 
produced  by  them  has  become  too  much  for  our  small  staff  to  collect. 

Collection  of  Furniture  and  Bulky  Refuse 

This  is  an  increasing  service  and  there  is  difficulty,  sometimes,  in 
maintaining  the  collection  on  a regular  basis  - when  there  are  staff 
shortages,  holidays  or  inclement  weather-  for  instance^  but  it  is  a very 
worthwhile  service  and  has  prevented  some  indiscriminate  dumping  of  bulky 
items  on  vacant  sites.  Even  this  service,  however,  will  not  deter  the  chronic 
litter  lout.  The  number  of  requests  for  this  collection  was  286.

Civic  i\menities  Act  1967 

The  Charles  Street  Depot  is  open  for  the  reception  of  refuse  during 
working  hours  and  on  Saturday  mornings  until  12  noon.  This  facility  is 
appreciated  "by  rate  P(?yers  who  wish  to  dispose  of  their  ovm  hulky  refuse. 
The  department  has  cleared  various  sites  in  the  toT.n  from  time  to  time. 


Staff 


The  appointment  of  I^Ir.  Ellison  as  foreman  has  materially  improved 
the  running  of  the  cleansing  department.  I feel  that  staff  should  De 
congratulated  on  the  co-operation  they  give  to  each  other  in  helping  to 
maintain  rounds  on  a weekly  hasis,  without  any  compulsion  from  senior 
staff.  This  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Despite  extra  holidays  and  increased  sickness  henefits,  a v/eekly 
service  has  been  maintained  although  occasionally 5 some  overtime  working 
has  been  necessary. 

My  remarks  in  recent  reports  about  the  older  men  suffering  from 
bronchitis  and  other  illnesses  because  of  the  strain  of  the  increased 
walking  on  the  hillier  terrain  on  the  newer  estates  still  apply.

This  is  the  twenty  first  Annual  Report  on  those  services 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  under  the 
Second  Schedule  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Scheme  of 
Divisional  Health  Administration, 

The  main  change  in  the  services  in  this  area  has  been 
in  the  field  of  Child  Health  brou^t  about  by  the  adoption  of 
the  Sheldon  Report*  The  new  technique  of  developmental  screen- 
ing has  proved  to  be  successful  in  all  the  clinics  in  the 
Division  and  mothers  are  finding  this  type  of  examination  both 
interesting  and  illuminating.  Due  to  this  and  to  the  suspension 
of  sales  of  proprietory  foods  the  Voluntary  Committee  in  Dukinfield 
felt  it  no  longer  had  a useful  role  to  play  and,  therefore,  dis- 
banded after  many  many  years  of  work  at  the  clinics  in  Astley  Street, 
King  Street  and  Dewsnap  Lane.  I would  like  to  thank  its  members  for 
the  excellent  support  they  have  given  us  during  all  this  time. 

Measles  vaccination  never  really  got  off  to  a good  start  and 
during  the  year  one  manufacturer  withdrew  his  vaccine.  \7e  were 
f orced  to  limit  our  programme  which  has  never  recovered  and  a big 
effort  on  evorbody’s  part  is  required  if  we  are  to  contain  this 
disease. 

In  conclusion  may  I express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  forbearance  and  to  the  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  willing  assistance  and  cheerful  support  through- 
out the  year.

Births 


There  was  a decrease  in  Births  during  the  year  from  668  to 
652.  The  record  for  the  last  four  years  is  555?  627?  668,  652. 

Of  these  births  465  or  71*5^  occurred  in  hospital  or  maternity 
home.  The  large  number  of  bookings  in  hospital  has  meant  the 
continuation  of  the  priority  system  for  admission  and  the  system 
of  early  discharge  after  delivery.  Home  and  social  conditions  are 
assessed  by  this  department  and  we  have  yet  to  have  a refusal  on 
an  adverse  report  from  me.  The  midv/ives,  themselves,  assess 
conditioiis  in  order  to  help  the  hospital  decide  whether  a patient 
can  be  discharged  after  48  hours  of  delivery.

Problem  Families 

At  present  there  are  27  laiov/n  problem  families  in 
the  Division  and  a great  deal  of  effort  is  expended  by 
all  members  of  the  staff  in  an  attempt  to  uplift  and 
finally  resolve  the  family  problems  and . rehabilitate  the 
family. 

llfuch  use  is  made  of  voluntary  bodies,  particularly 
W.R.V.S.  and  S.S.A.F;A.  in  provision  of  cash  grants  and 
clothing  to  needy  families.  The  cash  grants  usually  are 
obtained  to  pay  rent  arrears  v/hen  eviction  is  threatened 
and  to  alleviate  other  debts  v/hich  may  be  creating  problems. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  S.S.A.F.A.  sources  and 
Regimental  Associations  in  the  last  year  no  less  than  £1,071 
was  granted  to  cases  in  which  the  County  Coioncil  was  providing 
social  case  work  -

DAY  NURSERY 


The  cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  service  continues  to  increase 
year  by  year  and  I969  v/as  no  exception  to  this  rule.  As  far 
as  Dukinfield  Nursery  was  concerned  there  was  an  increase  in 
gross  expenditure  from  26/-d.  a day  to  26/lOd.  The  net 
expenditure  decreased  from  l7/l0d.  to  lY/Sd.

I was  again  disappointed  with  the  reduction  in  the  percentage  of 
consents,  79*7  compa.red  with  80.38  in  1988,  especially  as  this  form  of 
vaccination  gives  excellent  protection  against  tuberculosis.  During  the 
year  we  continued  to  use  the  Dermojet  vaccination  technique  with  encourag- 
ing results.  This  method  is  both  quicker  and  more  acceptable  to  the 

children  and  may  prove  to  be  the  method  of  choice  in  the  future.

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Handicapped  Persons 


We  are  finding  a continuing  demand,  for  assistance,  from 
handicapped  persons,  - a result  rather  of  an  increasing 
knowledge  of  what  the  Cormuittee  can  provide  than  of  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases.  Alteration  to  property  has  continued 
20  cases  have  been  assisted  in  this  way,  in  the  main  with 
alteration  to  baths,  provision  of  rails,  seats  and  staircase 
handrails.  Ramps  are  often  provided  to  enable  wheel  chairs 
to  be  easily  used  within  and  without  the  house.  Small  aids 
are  also  provided  to  enable  the  disabled  housewife  to  more 
easily  cope  in  the  kitchen  with  simple  chores  - such  as, 
opening  tins,  turning  gas  taps,  the  cutting  of  bread. 

97  visits  have  been  made  to  handicapped  persons. 

The  Dukinfield  Craft  Class  continued  on  Tuesday  after- 
noons and  has  now  extended  its  programme  to  alternate 
Thursday  evenings  for  social  activities.  The  Stalybridge 
Graft  Class  on  Thursday  afternoons  and  Tuesday  evenings 
continues  and  attendances  have  increased  so  much  so  that 
an  extra  afternoon  class  had  to  be  arranged  on  Mondays. 

Several  special  functions  have  been  arranged  varying 
from  day  trips  to  the  sea-side,  film  shows,  cookery 
demonstrations,  bring  & buy  sales  and  an  exhibition  of 
handicrafts  in  conjunction  with  the  Criijples  Help  Society. 

During  the  year  the  special  vehicle  for  handicapped 
persons  continued  to  servo  this  division  as  well  as  Hyde 
and  North  East  Cheshire. 


Convalescent  Home  Treatment 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  five  Homes,  two  at 
St.  Annes-on-Sea,  one  at  Marple,  one  at  Buxton  and  one  for 
men  at  Llanf airfechan.  27  patients  were  admitted  during 
the  year.

In  67  cases  information  was  laid  before  the  Mental  V/elfare  Officer 
but  after  investigation  of  the  circumstances,  no  further  action 
was  taken  imder  the  Mental  Health  Act,  and  they  were  referred 
to  the  appropriate  agency  v/hose  function  it  vms  to  deal  with  such 
particular  problems  i.e.  Childrens  Department,  Probation  etc. 

2.  12  cases  v/ere  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Department  for 

admission  to  residential  accommodation. 

3-  12  subnormal  patients  v/ere  admitted  into  hostels  and  private 

establishments  for  short  term  care,  to  relieve  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  their  responsibility  for  a short  while. 
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4»  After  caro  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  within 
the  District  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  in  this  respect  192  new  cases  v/ere  referred  from 
the  Psychiatric  Unit,  Ashton  General  Hospital. 

5.  Domic illiar;>’'  supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely 

subnormal  patients  has  been  carried  out  within  the 
district  and  half  yearly  reports  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Grange  Road  Youth  Club  for  the  Mentally  Subno2?mal  has  gone 
from  strength  to  strength  throughout  the  year  and  activities  have 
included  day  trips  to  Chester  Zoo,  Belle  Vue  Circus,  Manchester 
Airport  and  various  other  places  of  interest.  Other  Youth  Club 
activities  such  as  football  matches  wore  organised  and  proved  to 
be  a success.  Also  various  fund  raising  activities  such  as  Bring 
and  Buy  Sales,  Coffee  Evenings  etc.  were  arranged  during  the  year. 

A new  innovation  was  the  setting  up  of  the  Greenfield  Psychiatric 
Social  Club,  held  each  Tuesday  evening  at  the  Clinic  Centre,  Hyde. 
This  also  is  flourishing  and  the  Club  did  receive  a donation  of 
£75  from  the  County  Health  Committee  for  the  provision  of  equipment. 
Here  again  the  full  co-operation  of  the  local  Psychiatric  Unit  has 
been  essential  to  make  the  Club,  the  success  that  it  is. 

Staff  changes  - Mr,  D.J.  Dilworth  was  successful  in  the  final 
examination  of  the  C.S.Y/.  Certificate  at  the  Manchester  Polytechnic 
and  has  once  more  returned  to  full  duties,  having  been  promoted  to 
Deputy  Area  Mental  Uelfare  Officer. 

Me  lost  the  services  of  Miss  P.  Carr  M.V/.O.  during  the  year, 
who  successfully  gained  a position  with  Somerset  County  Council  Social 
Services  Department  and  we  hear  on  the  grapevine  that  since  she  left 
us  she  has  got  herself  engaged  to  an  Officer  in  the  Merchant  Uavy  and 
is  shortly  to  be  married. 

Mr.  L.  Dowson,  M.Y/.O.  has  been  seconded  to  the  Millbank  College, 
Liverpool  for  two  years,  in  order  to  obtain  professional  qualification 
in  social  work. 
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
